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History of the Breed in Britain and America 


Accompanying this sketch is 
to be found a few “Highlights on 
Aberdeen-Angus History” as set 
out at the beginning of this bit of 
historical reminiscence by Secre- 
tarv Gray, who addresses this sec- 
tion under the caption, “Three 
Fountain Heads of the Breed, 
and immediately proceeds to the 

int at issue. 
- now, we may take up the 
task of briefly pointing out the 
great families of the breed, that 
have been so well cultivated. . 

In “The History of the Breed, 
we read, referring to Dr. ‘Thomas 
F. Jamieson’s researches into the 
foundation history of the breed, 
(quoted from him): “When I occu- 
pied the post of Fordyce Lecturer 
at Marischal College, Aberdeen, | 
devoted some attention to the sub- 
ject of polled cattle along with oth- 
er matters, and I found that all the 
best blood of the Aberdeen and An- 
gus doddies trace back to three 
fountain-heads, viz: 1st, Mr. Ful- 
lerton’s Black Meg; 2nd, the bull 
Panmure, from Brechin Castle, and 
3rd, the Keillor Jocks.” A well 
known writer, referring to the for- 
mer says, “Black Meg, the mother 
of Queen, ranks with the Prima 
cow” as a foundress of the breed. 
She has also been likened to the 
“Favorite cow among the Short- 
horns.” Panmure, also, has been 
termed “the Hubback of the Polls.” 
His dam was also called Black Meg 
—and there used to be some con- 
fusion between the two which now 
does not occur—so familiar have 
they both become. “Mr. Fullerton’s 
Black Meg,” which that breeder se- 
cured about 1831, was the founda- 
tion cow at Ardovie, where she pro- 
duced Queen of Ardovie, the found- 
ress of the Tillyfour Queens and 
Prides. A daughter of Queen and 
granddaughter of Black Meg, viz: 
Princess (831) was purchased by 
Mr. Watson of Keillor and was sent 
to Treland to uphold the standard of 
Keillor there. She dropped a heifer 
calf at Keillor. Her calf, by Adam, 
be secured by Mr. Ruxton, Fan- 
nell. 

The other Black Meg—dam of 
Panmure—calved 1837, was bought 
for Lord Panmure in a lot of eight 
or ten heifers from Mr. ‘Silver of

Aberdeen-Angus herd to the United States. 
1880—First steers carrying Aberdeen-Angus blood came to market in 
America, Jos. H. Rea & Son, Carrollton, Mo., feeding and market- 
ing them at Chicago. 
18x0---Polled Cattle Society formed in Scotland. 
1881--Smithfield ‘tage limit’ for grand champions lowered when an 
Aberdeen-Angus heifer won the honor. 
1882—Championship for best cow at Kansas City show won by an Aber- 
deen-Angus. 
1885-—American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association organized. 
1883—Over 800 head imported from old country. 
1883-—-Black Prince, steer, shipped from Liverpool for show at Kansas 
City and Chicago.

that county, and were known to 
have been bought in Buchan orig- 
inally, passed from Panmure 
eventually to The Scryne, whence 
had come some of Keillor’s Tarnty 
selections. Mr. Fullerton describes 
these Black Megs as Beautys. 
Black Meg and Beauty, indeed, 
seem to have been favorite names 
for these Buchan cows. The gen- 
ial Hugh Watson named the calf of 
Old Grannie—herself remembered 
as one of the Tarntys that also came 
from Kincardineshire—‘Beauty of 
Buchan”—a very significant desig- 
nation, reminiscent most probably 
of the origin of the calf’s dam her- 
self. Mr. Watson also named an- 
other heifer by the magic name 
“Panmure” at Keillor, which shows 
he had his mind on the sort. 

Black Meg of Panmure was 
bought by Mr. Bowie of Boysack, 
brother of Alexander Bowie, Mains 
of Kelly, who had his eye upon her, 
and was able to gain possession of 
her. In his herd she founded the 
famous Martha and Mary families. 
Major, a noted sire at Mains of Kel- 
ly, was of the Martha family, siring 
Gainsborough, the first prize bull at 
Inverness, 1874, Gainsborough’s 
son, Logie the*Laird, being first at 
Edinburgh, 1877. 

Thus, we find these two Black 
Megs’ progeny going into the four 
foundation herds of the breed—Ar- 
dovie, Mains of Kelly, Keillor and 
Tillyfour. In a letter written by 
William Fullerton, to the writer, 
dated in the spring of 1879, he said 
that he purchased Black Meg (dam 
of Queen) from Mr. Thos. Fawns, a 
well known cattle dealer in Brechin 
(mentioned by Mr. McCombie in 
“Cattle and Cattle Breeders,” as a 
frequent companion) about the year 
1853. She was calved in 1831 and 
he wrote enthusiastically about her, 
naming her over and over again as 
a “pure Buchan doddie.” These 
Black Megs represented the sort of 
stock that was reared at St. John’s 
Wells, Wester Fintray and all the 
other original seats of the breed in 
Aberdeenshire from which the Til- 
lyfour herd was collected; and also 
of the kind that appeared at Inver- 
ness, 1831, and at Aberdeen, 1844, 
and other early shows. Mr. Fuller-

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New Zealand Farmer Features U. S. Doddie 


One of the most interesting and 
instructive Farm and Live Stock 
Journals ever to come to our desk 
is the July First number of the New 
Zealand Farmer, Stock and Station 
Journal, in which the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed received much atten- 
tion. The special article prepared 
by Dr. Conn is richly illustrated 
with large half tone cuts; one of 
Enlate, another of Blackcap Mc- 
Henry 151st, one of Hilldale Pride 11th, an International Grand 
Champion, another showing the Champion car load of steers at the 
International and still a fifth one showing Escher & Ryan’s Cham- 
pion Herd. Dr. Conn gives a lengthy story, a portion of which is 
here reproduced as follows: 

Students and breeders familiar with the early history and origin 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed instantly recall that northeastern 
Scotland, particularly the counties of Aberdeen, Kincardine and For- 
far, were the originators of this famous breed of cattle. At the be- 
ginning there were two varieties of black polled cattle which were 
known as “Angus Doddies” and “Buchan Humlies.” Our modern 
Aberdeen-Angus originated from a combination of these two well 
known early varieties of black polled cattle. Even at this late date, 
the Aberdeen-Angus are usually, or at least quite often spoken of 
as doddies. 

In all probability the earliest and one of the best known breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus was Hugh Watson, of Keillor, in Forfarshire, 
Scotland, who was born in 1789. It is now generally conceded that 
he was the one early breeder who did most to fix the color of this 
breed and to establish some of the earlier and more important fam- 
ilies. Even at this early time, Hugh Watson exhibited stock at the 
leading shows in Scotland, England, Ireland and France. Closely 
following in the footsteps of Hugh Watson was William Fullerton, 
of Ardovie, who began the breeding of these black polled cattle in 
about 1833. William Fullerton was rated as one of the best judges 
of his day, and is also known as one of the most noted improvers of 
this breed of cattle. 

If we are to give Watson credit for being the founder of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed, there is no question but that we must give 
William McCombie, of Tillyfour, who was born in 1805, credit for 
being the chief improver of this famous breed of cattle. He began 
breeding these cattle at the age of 24 years, or in the year 1839. 
He later was confronted with many difficulties, for just at this time 
the breed was threatened with extinction, owing to the large amount 
of cross-breeding which was carried on between the Angus and the 
Shorthorn at that time. By many he is often called the preserver 
of the breed. In the year 1834 he bought a cow called Queen Mother 
from William Fullerton at a low figure, and from this animal devel- 
oped the famous Queen Mother tribe, which has possibly done more 
to spread the good name of this breed than any other family of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. Another family which was also a descendant of 
Queen Mother was called Pride of Aberdeen. This family is still 
recognized at this late date as one of the leading Aberdeen-Angus 
families. McCombié was very successful in Paris and London shows 
with his Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and this had a great influence in 
advertising and popularizing the breed. There is little doubt but 
that every later breeder has profited by McCombie’s work. 

During the last half century the Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
made rapid strides and there are many herds from which excellent 
breeding animals are imported to every country in the world. The 
establishing of a polled cattle society in 1879 by Sir George Macpher- 
son Grant had considerable influence in increasing the interest in 
this breed, and the first herd book appeared in 1862 by Mr. Edward 
Ravenscroft. The first work on this volume was begun twenty 
years before this time, but the notes were destroyed by a fire in 
1851. The second volume of the herd book appeared in 1872, or sev- 
en years before the Polled Cattle Society was organized. 

IMPORTATIONS OF ABERDEEN-ANGUS TO AMERICA—It 
has been less than fifty years since the Aberdeen-Angus were intro- 
duced into the North American continent, and at this time the Short- 
horn and Hereford had already become well established. Even at 
this late date of entry this breed of cattle has overcome practically 
every obstacle, and has become one of the leading breeds of this 
country. In fact the Aberdeen-Angus has gained a place in every 
civilized country in the world where beef cattle are raised. 

The importation to America was made in 1873 by George Grant, 
of Victoria, Kansas, for use on his ranch. This importation con- 
sisted of three bulls for the improvement of his ranch cattle. The 
second importation was made by Professor Brown, of the Ontario 
Agricultural College; this consisted of one bull and two cows, and 
was made in 1876. Both of these importations, while small, were the

The heri 
developed by Mr. Goodwin has long been known as the Heathertu 
herd, and has done more to establish the Blackbird family in thi 
country than any other herd.

between 1875 and 1900 were F. B. Redfield, Batavia, N. Y.: A.B 
Matthews, Kansas City, Missouri; J. J. Rodgers, Abingdon, Illinois 
Gudgell & Simpson, Independence, Missouri; and G. W. Henry, o 
Kansas City, Missouri. 

THE McHENRY HERD OF IOWA—The McHenry herd of Ab 
erdeen-Angus cattle was long recognized as the foremost herd 0! 
this breed in America. This herd was established in 1886, and for 
twenty-eight vears was prominent in the leading shows, and during 
most of this time won more honors and prizes than anv other herl. 
From this herd was developed the Barbara family, which won many 
prizes on individuals that were members of it. This noted heri 
numbering 205 head of cattle, was sold in January, 1916, to Chas 
Escher, Jr., of Botna, Iowa. At the time Mr. Escher purchased this 
herd he already owned one of the best lots of Aberdeen-Angus bree¢: 
ing cattle in the country, and this purchase gave him control of the 
best herd on the continent. Since Mr. Escher purchased this her 
he has sold an interest in it to Mr. Ryan, and during the past five 
years this herd has made more Aberdeen-Angus history in Americ 
than any other up to this time. 

ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION—The American Aberdeen-Angts 
Breeders’ Association was organized in the year 1883, and the first 
volume of the herd book called the “American Aberdeen-Angus Her 
Book” was published in 1886. Up to this time thirty-one volumes

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Belford Is No More — Had Promising Future 


In the death of Belford 226200, 
Mr. C. W. Wurzbacher, of Morley, 
Iowa, sustains a great loss to his 
splendid breeding herd at Village 
Park, where the slogan has been 
“Not how many, but how good,” 
and the breed generally will lose 
the constructive work which would 
have been accomplished by this 
great bull had he lived a few years 
longer. Belford was calved April 28, 1916, and died October 20, 
1922. Death resulting from an infection resulting from an injury 
to his foot just a while prior to the Iowa State Fair where he was 
not able to be shown. 

It will be remembered that Belford sprang into the limelight at 
the 1920 International where he loomed from darkness after ninety 
days fitting and landed in third place in the aged class. This win- 
ning was so encouraging to his owner that this great bull was fit- 
ted and shown last year, and was only beaten by the great Prince 
Marshall after a hardly contested battle. He was shown to the 
grand championship at all the local and district fairs in his section 
of the state and Mr. Wurzbacher was amply justified in the pride 
he took in showing Belford. 

Belford was a Second branch Blackbird resulting from the 
crossing of Brookside Blackbird 23d 150369, bred by P. J. Donohoe, 
with the wonderful Fourth Branch Blackbird 
bull, Belfast 148891, also bred by this master 
breeder. Belfast was also the sire of Brevier, 
another splendid breeding bull in the hands of 
Mr. Donohoe. Attention is here called to the ex- 
tended pedigree appearing on this page, an an- 
alysis of which will be attempted. 

Taking up the bull line it is discovered that 
Black Woodlawn, bred by Mr. Pierce, appears as 
grandsire, he was a first prize winner in 1902, 
and grandsire of Mr. Cooper’s great bull Enlate 
as well as a great many others. His sire Bell’s 
Eclipser was shown and carried away the first 
in class prize at the New York State fair in 1896,

Further back, aside from Moon Eclipser, with his fine array 
of winnings will be found Blackbird Jim whose successes as a cham- 
pionship winner extended over a period of five years, from 1893 to 
1897, inclusive. Zaire 8th, a prize winner at that greatest of all 
great shows, the World’s Fair at St. Louis in 1893 and Blackbird 
Lad, also a winner at this same fair, as well as many other state 
fairs. These and many more bred along permanent well establish- 
ed lines have formed the foundation material from which was build- 
ed this splendid specimen of the breed. 

“Like begets like.” 

Referring again to Belford it is a pleasure to note that his first 
heifer to sell was a Ballindalloch Blackbird which went to Mr. P 
J. Donohoe and later sold in his sale for $3500.00 as an open heifer. 
The first of his get to go was a yearling bull, a full brother and 
sold in the Des. Moines spring sale to Canby & Son, of Winfield, 
Iowa, for $910.00, while the third was another full brother selected 
by Mr. H. D. Miller, of Cedar Rapids to head his good herd of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle.

is no reliable demand under new conditions for the beef or four- 
year-old southern cattle matured in the Northwest. The industrial 
element, in receipt of big wages will not use it and putting it away 
in the freezer is a gamble, consequently if the packer is under the 
necessity of making that disposition of it he will put first cost low 
enough to warrant the hazard. 

Some common southwestern steers have been going to killers 
as low as $4 per hundredweight, choice cornfed bullocks are selling 
at $13.50 on the Chicago market and correspondingly high else- 
where. After the turn of the new year common cattle will sell to 
better advantage by reason of relative scarcity, but the usual fall 
market debacle has been in evidence recently. Cattle feeders have 
had a rare inning this season, their product showing margins rang- 
ing from $3 to $6 per hundredweight according to when and how 
thin cattle were put in. 

This is, undoubtedly, an abnormal! condition and will not be 
repeated next year as stockers are being laid in at prices $1.50 to $2 
per hundredweight higher than last fall and cost of feed has en- 
hanced. What will happen in 1923 is anybody’s guess, and while 
it is possible that a few too many heavy cattle may materialize the 
holder of light steers is in a reasonably secure position. 

Beef making is no short cut to affluence. The business has its 
lean as well as fat seasons. In 1920 and 1921 most of the cattle 
fattened lost money; this year anybody could make it pay, provided 
he had money to buy thin cattle and feed to finish them. Cost of 
production is merely one factor; an outlet for the product is eqnally 
important, if not more so. With everybody (Continued on page 1

700 POUNDS OF EXTRA BEEF PER CAR LOAD 
FROM SAME WEIGHT OF LIVE ANIMALS. 


The casual observer might easily doubt this assertion, never- 
theless it is true. Considering the average test, that is carcass test, 
as between merely cattle and high grade cattle this statement has 
been found to be correct. J. R. Mohler, chief of the federa) bureau 
of animal husbandry, says: “The cost of marketing meat in the 
form of live animals can be reduced by better breeding. Latest de- 
pendable figures show that the average beef animal dresses about 
51.9 per cent of actual meat. A first class pure bred or cross bred 
steer dresses close to 59 per cent of actual meat. A high grade steer 
will dress to that figure also. Thus there is a difference of 7.1 pe 
cent in the dressing percentage in favor of better bred beef animals. 
Applied to a typical carcass, the difference amounts to about thirty- 
five pounds of dressed meat. Now apply this figure to the aver- 
age carload of beef cattle, which is twenty average animals, and the 
result is 700 pounds of extra beef per carload from the same weight 


of live animals. In other words, the producer of the better } 

stock has shipped 700 pounds more beef to market for the 

shipping cost as the producer of merely average stock.” _

At Chicago the proportion js “ 
quite equalled but at Milwaukee and St. Paul it is slightly exceede, 
Even at the range cattle markets the percentage of dairy blood js 
constantly increasing. On July 18th at Denver, the writer made an 
accurate count of the cattle of beef breeding, dairy breeding and 
nondescript breeding, and found proportions of 58.4 per cent, 193 
per cent, and 22.3 per cent respectively. Of course this anteceded 
the range cattle marketing season but it indicates something of the 
spread of dairy cattle at the markets. Including all markets, the 
proportion of cattle of dairy blood probably runs about 30 per cent, 
Dairy cattle, of course, do not provide a high grade of meat but the 
development of the small retail shop in connection with groceries 
has afforded an outlet for this class of cattle which has made meat 
production a second by-product of importance.”

Wallaces 
Farmer of November 17th in speaking of this 
same matter has this to say in part: “It 
seems that bankers in making loans are more 
fundamentally concerned with their own 
business than the business which they are 
financing. If the banks are short of money, 
they hold down on the loans no matter how 
excellent the chance may be for unusual 
profits. On the other hand, when the banks 
have plenty of money, they will loan no mat- 
ter how uncertain the future may seem. It 
would seem that bankers in their actions 
should be guided to some extent by consider- 
ations which are not so purely financial. At 
any rate, they should know more about the 
nature of the businesses which they are 
financing.” :

nesday at Omaha, when Wm. Kirschbaun, 
of near Defiance, sold a load of Aberdeen; 
at $13.25. The twenty steers that made w 
the shipment averaged 1,175 pounds. 

Mr. Kirschbaum fed nearly 100 cattle this 
year, about half of them of his own raising, 
In marketing them his policy has been to 
ship the poorest first, so it is not surprising 
that when he said he considered these cattle 
as the finest he had ever turned out, man 
local traders went even further and pw- 
nounced them among the finest steers of 
their weights ever seen on this market. 

This is Mr. Kirschbaum’s final shipment 
and the third with which he has topped the 
market in less than a month. On October 
13th he marketed a load of mixed yearlings 
at $12.75, top for the year up to that time, 
and a week later he again took top honors 
for the year to date by putting a load across 
the scales at $18.00. 

The cattle sold Wednesday had been on 
feed in a dry lot just about a year. Their 
ration was shelled corn, oats and alfalfa and 
clover hay. Durine part of the period he 
mixed a little molasses with the grain and 
for the last two months has added a little 
oil meal to the ration. ;

A new way of stacking bundles of grain 
or flax in the field known as the Martin 
Hut method has been developed by Mr. Sam- 
uel Martin, an Irish farmer of Rathkeel, and 
owing to the success of this method and its 
adoption by the Ulster Farmers’ Union, it 
is the belief in general that it is onlv a cues- 
tion of time and learning before it suver- 
sedes present methods throughout the ag- 
ricultural industry, according to a revort 
from Vice Consul George H. Barning, Bel- 
fast, received by the Department of Com- 
merce. The Hut method, the originator 
claims, ensues perfect ventilation and rain 
runs off the thatch. Grain can be put up 
even if damp.

age of the present low prices of pure bre 
cattle to secure for himself one of these good 
black bulls. If it pays to such an extent in 
the old country where operations are neces- 
sarily limited to smaller herds what ought 
the difference be in America where the aver- 
age farmer is so situated as to be able to 
care for a good sized herd? These little 
items picked up here and there over the globe 
reflect the outstanding merit of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle everywhere.

The Ups and Downs of the 
Feeder Business. 

A recent cartoon on the front page of the 
Chicago Daily Drovers Journal entitled 
“Having Their Ups and Downs” depicts a 
pair of lusty kids in the same bed. One, the 
cattle raiser, wants the covers which are 
labeled “feeder prices” up while the other, 
the cattle feeder insists on having them 
down. That’s the way of the world. Its the 
ups and downs that strike the levels upon 
which so many of us exist. The consumer 
na‘urally desires a low price on what he has 
to buy while the producer clamors for the 
top price. This barter is the thing which 
makes life interesting. It would have been 
much better for the feeders of the great 
grain belt had the Canadian grass cattle 
been permitted to come through at a reason- 
able price both to the Canadian producer and 
the grain belt feeder, thus allowing both to 
have marketed their crops at a profit. How- 
ever this flow of Canadian cattle would have 
tended toward holding down the prices for 
Western and Southern cattle in the States. 
Thus we find ourselves in the predicament of 
the two lads above.

New Zealand Farmer Features U. S. Doddies 
(Continued from page 6) 
as beef animals, the Aberdeen-Angus probab- 
ly have no superior among the beef cattle 
breeds. In fact, from a summary of the fat 
stock shows for the past twenty years it 
seems that they do not even have an equal. 
By far the largest number of prizes at all 
fat stock shows, including the International 
at Chicago, have been won either by pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle or by cross bred 
cattle. The Aberdeen-Angus have also made 
considerable history of late years, and have 
increased their popularity with Calf Club 
members and also at the steer shows. They 
have demonstrated that for excellence in 
early maturity and for the quality of beef 
they produce they have no equal. Some of 
the success, however, enjoyed by the Aber- 
deen-Angus in this connection may be due te 
the fact that a larger number of them are 
prepared for these shows than any other sin- 
gle breed. Many American Agricultural col- 


leges and experiment stations since 1900 
have made a specialty of feeding pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus steers or crossbreds, and 
for this reason practically all the prizes in 
these classes have gone to this breed. 

It is the usual practice to auction off the 
carload lots of fat steers that are shown at 
the International Live Steck Exposition at 
Jhicago each year. The prices paid for these 
carload lots from the year 1900 to 1921 in- 
clusive show the following average per hun- 
dred pounds: For 427 car loads of Aber- 
leen-Angus an average price of £2 9s 4d; 
for 455 car loads of Herefords, and average 
jvice of £2 4s 4d per hundred; and for 
237 car loads of Shorthorn steers an average 
price of £2 8s 1Cd per hundred pounds. 
This table shows quite conclusively that the 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle throughout a period 
of twenty years have outsold the Herefords 
by 5s on an average, and Shorthorns by 5s 
9d per hundred pounds. 

It is also the custom to auction off the 
prize winners in the fat carload lots that are 
shown at this same show in the same man- 
ner. A summary of these sales follows: Six- 
teen carloads of Aberdeen-Angus winners 
average £3 16s 8d per hundred pounds; 
eighteen carloads of Hereford winners aver- 
age £3 per hundred pounds; and seven 
catloads of Shorthorn winners average £3 4s 
per hundred pounds. * * #* 

From an analysis of twenty years fat 
carload lot awards at the International Live 
Stock Show at Chicago, from a total num- 
ber of 513 awards, the Aberdeen-Angus won 
60 firsts, 61 seconds, 42 thirds and two 
fourths. Out of twenty possible grand cham- 
pionships offered for the best fat car lot of 
the show, the Aberdeen-Angus won sixteen 
of them. 

In the steers show herds shown at the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition at Chi- 
cago during the past twenty years, the prizes 
have been won 13 times by Aberdeen-Angus 
herds and the other seven years there were 
two years at which no herd was shown. This 
leaves the Aberdeen-Angus steer herd win- 
ners in thirteen out of eighteen years at this 
show in the steer herd. During the same

able and willing to work drawing good pay, 
everybody is also in a position to buy beef. 
Reference to trade records will disclose the 
fact that under similar conditions the cattle 
business has always been reasonably pros- 
perous. 

The industrial masses eat the major por- 
tion of domestic beef production and they 
are buying it now as never before. When 
packers are able to ship dressed beef by the 
trainload into the steel, mining and other in- 
dustrial centers their buyers may be found 
in the saddle at the stock yards, bright and 
early in the morning looking for material to 
replenish cooler stocks. 

About a year ago that condition did not 
exist, consequently the cattle market was 
demoralized. Hides and by-product were 
then unsalable; at present every nickel’s 
worth of product into which a bullock is con- 
vertible may be cashed the moment the pro- 
duct is available. 

Cattle receipts have been heavy, but the 
movement is branded with liquidation, rath- 


er than increased production. It is a “last 
run of shade,” a clean-up of western herds 
in response to an imperative demand for 
liquidation, aggravated by adverse physical 
conditions. 

Beef supply and demand have never been 
as closely balanced in trade history. Mean- 
while demand is gaining, production dwind- 
ling. A few years ago every freezer in the 
country was gorged with an accumulation 
of beef at the inception of winter, stocks are 
now insignificant, in fact the trade is on a 
hand-to-mouth basis. 

Prediction is hereby and herewith made 
that what has happened this year to sheep 
trade is about to be repeated in cattle. Short- 
age, long predicted, will materialize in 1923 
and 1924 and, if somebody does not get busy 
introducing the bull to the cow will become 
acute later. 

Sheep shortage was ridiculed until it ar- 
rived. Even the wise guys of packingtown 
took that attitude. The sheep industry is 
susceptible of more rapid rehabiliation than 
cattle.

Sheep feeders have 
been forced to that expedient this year. 

No cheap hogs are in sight. A liberal Oc- 
tober run was absorbed without a slump, 
average cost at Chicago clinging around $9 
per hundredweight. Consumption of all kinds 
of hor product is enormous and there is a 
fair export demand. Stocks are not heavy 
and are being steadily depleted. The coun- 
try has manifested no alarm over threats of 
a bear campaign and it is evident that the 
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winter crop will be marketed in orderly 
manner, which will go a long way toward 
making for stable market conditoins. 

Scarcity of both sheep and lambs for sev- 
eral years to come is evident. The wool 
market is booming and is going higher. Fat 
lambs are on a $14 basis and even heavy 
muttons are commanding attention. 

Viewed from any angle the future of the 
live stuff industry is promising and will be 
as long as the great mass of a population 
exceeding 100 million people is employed at 
good wages.—Co-Operative Manager and 
Farmer.

communication referred to said: “Give me 
ten good old-fashioned cows of the old Buch- 
an kind, and let me put an Angus bull, with 
the best head, and neck which can be found, 
io them, and I’Jl venture the offspring will 
all take prizes.” 

Old Jock, who took the first prize at Dun- 
dee in 1843, where Panmure stood first 
proudly in the senior ranks, is the Jock re- 
ferred to by Dr. Jamieson, the sire of most 
of Mr. Watson’s stock from 1848 to 1852. His 
dam was Old Favorite. He was the sire of 
Angus (45)—that aided in the “welding of 
the breed.” He was also the sire of Emily 
(332) the foundress of the Ballindalloch Exi- 
ca family. Old Jock was likewise sire of 
Emily of Kinochtry, thus founding an exten- 
sion of the Old Grannie foundation. 

Thus we are enabled from these sources to 
specify the several most famous families of 
the breed. 

First, in a word, the Tillyfour Queens 
(Queen Mothers) and Prides—of many 
branches and ramifications. 

Second, the Ballindalloch Ericas, through 
Eisa and Enchantress, which need no words 
to describe them. 

They follow the Ballindalloch Jilts and Til- 
lyfour Ruths from Beauty of Tillyfour, bred 
at. Keillor from which she was bought by 
Mr. McCombie in 1860 for $320. This Beau- 
ty was also the foundress of the Easter
